1. The Strategic Narcotics Branch (SNB), OGSR, NFAC requests priority

2. Work on developing such a program was begun between personnel in the 
SNB and ODP, D-Division, in early summer but this work slowed because of 
competing priorities and the complications of developing a program to read the 
text format. Beginning 21 August 1981, NSA began using a new non-text cable 
format especially designed to facilitate automated input into the SNB data 
base. ‘Therefore, a program to read this new format is needed as soon as 
possible to prevent a significant backlog of Fall 1981 data. The data from 
August, September and early October are especially needed for planning the 
acquisition of overhead imagery to evaluate the progress and effectiveness of
